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Funding 
to recruit 
nurses for 
hospitals 

EXTRA funding has been 
provided to hospital bosses 
in Wales to recruit more 
nurses which could mean 
more jobs at Chirk and 
Welshpool. 

The Welsh Government 
has announced an extra £10 
million for health boards, 
providing nearly 300 new 
posts. 

Health Minister Mark 
Drakeford said the addi¬ 
tional funding would allow 
the NHS in Wales to recruit 
the medical and surgical 
ward nurses needed for the 
future. 

An extra £2.2 million will 
go Betsi Cadwaladr Univer¬ 
sity Health Board which is 
responsible for Chirk Com¬ 
munity Hospital and Powys 
Local Health Board, which is 
responsible for Welshpool 
Hospital, will get £400,000. 

The announcement was 
made during a debate in the 
National Assembly for Wales 
on the Welsh Government’s 
response to the Francis 
report on the Mid Stafford¬ 
shire NHS Trust. 

Mark Drakeford said: 
“Safe and compassionate 
care clearly can’t be pro¬ 
duced simply by systems and 
measurements. 

“Staff are the greatest 
resource of the NHS and the 
staffing we need for the 
future has to match chang¬ 
ing patterns of need.” 

The funding will be recur¬ 
rent. It is expected to fund in 
the region of 290 posts. 

Crash worry 
grass is cut 

GRASS on a busy junction 
which had been allowed to 
grow to more than 5ft 
(1.5m) tall has finally been 
given the chop - after local 
residents complained it was 
dangerous because it 
blocked drivers’ vision. 

The grass at the junction 
of the A483 with Briggs 
Lane in Pant, between 
Oswestry and Welshpool, 
was branded ‘an accident 
waiting to happen’ by mem¬ 
bers of Llanymynech and 
Pant Parish Council, who 
claimed it obstructed the 
view for cars trying to turn 
out on to the main road. 


NHS CHIEFS' FEARS 
OVER 111 SERVICE 


UNCERTAINTY over who will run an out-of-hours health 
hotline serving the Oswestry area means it remains a 
“high risk” concern to NHS chiefs, a health meeting in the 
town has been told. 

Yesterday’s Shropshire Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) met in Oswestry 
and heard there was still uncertainty about how the service will be run in the 
future. Worries over the introduction of the new NHS 111 Direct telephone serv-

Campaign to 
safeguard 
fire station 

A CAMPAIGN has been launched to save a 
village fire station which is threatened with 
closure. 

The Save Baschurch Fire Station cam¬ 
paign has more than 700 friends on its Face- 
book page so far. 

Its station manger, Brian Welti, has 
appealed for help in pinpointing fire risk 
areas while the crew is putting together its 
impact assessment to go to the Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service. 

He said there were five “major life risk” 
sites within the Baschurch fire station cover 
area which includes Ruyton-XI-Towns, 
Knockin, Melverley, Petton and Myddle. 

These are the PGL adventure centre in 
the village which can have up to 950 people 
on site, Walford College and Adcote and 
Packwood Haugh schools which have board¬ 
ers. The area also includes one of the worst 
accident black spots in Shropshire at Shot- 
taton cross roads on the A5, he said. 

“If you take the PGL centre, if there were 
a fire it would take up to 14 minutes for 
Baschurch crew to arrive taking into 
account the six minute response time which 
could be shorter. If Baschurch station was 
to close it would take 26 minutes for a crew 
from Shrewsbury to arrive, up to 27 for 
Ellesmere and up to 29 from Oswestry,” he 
added. 

The impact assessment will be looked at 
by service bosses after July 19. 


ice were first voiced by Oswestry GPs 
in January who were concerned it 
would lead to more patients having to 
go to A&E for treatment and put extra 
pressure on ambulance crews. 

Oswestry town councillors also raised 
fears that the new set-up would not be able 
to cope with high demand. 

The service was launched in the spring 
but proved unsuccessful and has since been 
bailed out by the GP-led Shropdoc service. 

A report to the group said: “Whilst imme¬ 
diate risks continue to be addressed by 
retaining the Shropdoc service in the short 
term up to September, the future arrange¬ 
ments beyond that for provision of the 111 
service have still to be agreed. 

“Proposals have been submitted to the 
region on this at the end of June and we 
await a response. 

“It was agreed that for now at least this 
should remain a high risk.” 

Also flagged up among the current risks 
facing health providers and patients in 
Shropshire is the number of people waiting 
for more than a year for spinal treatment at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital (RJAH), the 
report to yesterday’s meeting said. 

NHS regulator Monitor has launched an 
investigation into why some waiting list tar¬ 
gets are being missed at the award-winning 
hospital. 

The CCG report said: “They are all spinal 
patients and the RJAH are working 
extremely hard to reduce this backlog but 
nationally spinal capacity is a problem and 
there is no opportunity for patients to be 
treated elsewhere. 

“These patients are clinically reviewed on 
a regular basis to minimise any risk of harm 
due to the long waits.” 

Dr Julie Davies, director of strategy at the 
CCG, told yesterday’s meeting there were 
100 patients waiting for spinal surgery at 
the hospital nine months ago. 

She said the figure was now down to 43 
and the hospital was confident it would be 
down to seven patients by the end of Sep¬ 
tember.

Expanding 
firm could 
create up 
to 50 jobs 

A WELSHPOOL company 
has announced an ambitious 
expansion programme that 
could create up to 50 new 
jobs. 

Variable speed drives 
manufacturer Invertek 
Drives is targeting a near 20 
per cent uplift in turnover 
during 2013, and has fore¬ 
casted an accelerated 
growth over the next five 
years after securing a £2.5 
million finance package 
from HSBC. 

The firm, which currently 
employs 150 staff at its 
Welshpool HQ, is also in 
talks with the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment about expanding 
its existing base to enable it 
to manufacture 1,000 units 
per day, up from 500 units, 
and hopes to be in its 
expanded premises by 2015. 

Operations Director 
Charles Haspel said: “We 
have invested heavily in 
innovation in recent years 
and are very excited about 
the potential of the current 
product portfolio. 

“We are now in a position 
to drive sales within our key 
global markets and expect 
turnover to be around 20 per 
cent higher this year. 

Mr Haspel said the com¬ 
pany expects turnover to 
increase to £16.7m this year, 
up from £14m in 2012, with 
tbe five-year turnover target 
being in excess of £30m.

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AN investigation has been launched into 
Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital after it 
failed to reduce patient waiting times. 

The investigation is being carried out by health sector 
regulator Monitor after it found more than 800 patients 
were having to wait more than 18 weeks for treatment. 

Regulators will be looking into management at the hos¬ 
pital, in Gobowen, after what they deemed to be “the per¬ 
sistent failure of the hospital 
trust to prevent patients 
having to wait more than 18 
weeks for treatment”. 

During the investigation, 
Monitor will look into 
whether the trust has 
breached the conditions of 
its licence. 

Adam Cayley, regional 
director at Monitor, said: 
“The Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust has a strong reputa¬ 
tion and we have no evi¬ 
dence the trust is providing 
poor quality of care. 

“Its small size and the 
specialist nature of what it 
does mean it could have dif¬ 
ficulty in meeting referral to 
treatment targets. 

“However it has twice 
failed to fully implement a 
recovery plan and, despite 
some significant progress 
having been made, it is still 
failing to meet its target to 
reduce the number of 
patients waiting over 18 
weeks.” 

Although Mr Cayley said 
the hospital was now treat¬ 
ing a larger number of 
patients within 18 weeks, it 
has not been able to reduce 
the backlog as quickly as it 
had planned. 

Wendy Farrington Chadd, 
Chief Executive at hospital 
trust, said: “The hospital 
has made considerable 
progress. 

“Some of our services are 
extremely specialist and no 
longer undertaken in other 
hospitals locally which have 
led to increased referrals to 
our hospital.” 


Taskforces 
to look at 
abuse 
problems 

TASK forces will be set up to 
tackle drug abuse in 
Oswestry and to create job 
opportunities in the town. 

Town councillors have 
been told two new gover¬ 
nance boards will be estab¬ 
lished to look at how 
improved “joined up work¬ 
ing” can look at the deep- 
seated problems. 

They were told substance 
abuse will be one of the key 
topics to be investigated 
because of Oswestry’s links 
with party drug GHB. 

The town became known 
as the national hotspot for 
the drug two years ago, 
sparking a major police 
operation and several 
arrests. 

How partnership working 
can prevent a similar rise in 
drug use in the town will be 
examined by the new gover¬ 
nance board and Oswestry’s 
retailing downturn will be 
examined by a second gover¬ 
nance board, town council¬ 
lors were told at a meeting 
on Wednesday night. 

The boards are being 
established as part of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s move to a 
commissioning authority, 
the councillors were told.

Son pays tribute as his 
mother dies aged 108 


ONE OF the oldest women in the UK has 
died, just a month before her 109th birth¬ 
day, at her home in Morda. 

Nellie Smales, who would have been 109 
in August, was the 38th oldest person in the 
UK. 

She died on July 3 at Brook House Resi¬ 
dential Home, Morda, near Oswestry. 

Her only child Geoffrey, 83, said his 
mother had never been ill, even when she 
passed her century, and died of old age. 

“She had TB as a child, but then she went 
to an open air school and never had an ill¬ 
ness since. She never even had a broken 
bone,” he said. 

Mrs Smales was born in Barnsley in 1904, 
where she grew up. She married in 1928, 


when she was 24, and she and her husband 
Clifford moved to Torquay shortly after the 
birth of Geoffrey. 

After her husband’s death, Mrs Smales 
continued to live alone until she was 99. 

Just before her 100th birthday, Mrs 
Smales decided to move to Oswestry to be 
near her family - Geoffrey, who was a maths 
teacher at Moreton Hall School, his wife 
Mary, their two adopted children Andrew 
and Margaret, and Margaret’s husband 
Dave and their two children Matthew and 
Megan, now aged 13 and eight.

Woman with 
savings in false 
benefits claim 

A WELSHPOOL woman who suffers from 
Multiple Sclerosis falsely claimed almost 
£15,000 in benefits. 

Tracey Martin, 49, of Oldford View, 
Welshpool, claimed £12,351.99 in housing 
benefit and £2,503.71 of council tax benefit 
from Powys County Council that she was 
not entitled to. 

Martin appeared at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court on Tuesday where she admit¬ 
ted a charge of failing to notify Powys 
County Council of a change in circum¬ 
stances relating to housing and council tax 
benefit between November 26, 2007 and 
October 23, 2011. 

The court heard how she had more than 
£45,000 in savings spread across three bank 
accounts which would have affected the 
amount of benefit she was receiving. 

Magistrates fined Martin, who had 
already re-paid everything she owes the 
council, £520 and ordered her to pay £250 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mr Nigel Vaughan, prosecuting on behalf 
of Powys County Council, said: “We had a 
referral from the Department of Work and 
Pensions that the claim needed investigat¬ 
ing and we called the defendant in under 
caution for an interview. 

“It was discovered during the meeting 
that she had failed to declare substantial 
savings when she claimed for the benefits.” 

She said in interview she had put the 
money aside to help with funeral costs or 
nursing home care. 


' causing death by careless or inconsiderate 
driving at an earlier hearing, appeared at 
Welshpool Magistrates Court on Tuesday 
for sentencing. 

In addition to the driving ban, he was 
placed on a 12-month community order 
with supervision from probation and 
ordered to carry out an extended re-test 
before he can have his licence back. 

He was also told to pay £250 costs and a 
£60 victim surcharge. 

The court heard how Humphries had 
been driving along the A483 in a Peugeot 
camper van on October 17 last year from 
the Welshpool direction towards Newtown. 

He went to turn right towards the village 
of Berriew on to the B4390 but failed to see 
coming the other way the motorcycle which 
was being ridden by Mr Kerridge-Judd, who 
was from Trewern, near Welshpool. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prosecuting, said eye¬ 
witnesses saw Humphries, who was travel¬ 
ling at about 45mph, pulling into the right 
turning bay, slowing down to about 5mph. 

Mrs Tench said officers visited 
Humphries later at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital where he told them “he just came 
out of nowhere” and remembered little of it 
other than people fighting to get the doors 
of his camper van open to see if he was okay. 

Mr Jonathan Veasey-Pugh, for 
Humphries, said his client suffered a bro¬ 
ken sternum and other injuries. 

Mr Veasey-Pugh said: “Nothing I can say 
can take away from the tragedy of that day. 

“My client entered a guilty plea and this 
has also affected him hugely. 

“He has been suffering flashbacks, took 
out adverts in local papers saying sorry to 
the family and, at 84, is a man of truly good 
character who has had a completely clean 
licence in the 60 years he has held one.”

Mr Evans then trained two local men, 
Arthur Davies and Doug Lloyd, to play brass 
and accompany him with the choir soon 
joined by Cyril Gillham, a flute player. 

The choir ceased to exist by 1934 but 
interest in the quartet was strong and a 
meeting in 1934 at a disused office at the 
Llynclys Hill Lime Works saw the begin¬ 
nings of the Porthywaen Silver Band.

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Euro judges are completely out of tune with UK 


JUST how far detached from reality 
are judges who this week ruled that 
whole-life tariffs given to three killers 
breached their human rights? 

The ruling by the European Court of 
Human Rights on Tuesday will now have to 
be considered by the Government. There is 
no appeal against this ruling but the Gov¬ 
ernment has six months to consider its 
response. 

The three men are among a group of 49 
people in England and Wales who are serv¬ 
ing whole-life tariffs and that number 
includes Mark Bridger, the killer of little 
April Jones of Machynlleth. 

The men claimed that being denied any 
prospect of release was a violation of Article 
3 of the European Convention on Human 
Rights - which protects people from inhu¬ 
man or degrading treatment. 

Well forgive me but I don’t think I’m 
alone in thinking that all three lost any 



rights the day they were convicted of such 
heinous crimes. One of the three murdered 
five members of his own family, including 
his adoptive parents. 

If ever there was a case for curtailing the 
powers of the European Court of Human 
Rights this is it. 

How many other countries across the 
globe would take any notice of such a rul¬ 
ing? Changes must be made to our human 
rights laws and let’s see the Government 
curtail the role of the European Court in 
this country. 


We probably have the fairest legal system 
in the world, so when judges determine that 
the release of someone presents a threat we 
have to give them our full backing. 

If these European judges are allowed to 
dictate to us there is a real threat to democ¬ 
racy itself. If anyone out there believes that 
the evil Mark Bridger has had his human 
rights breached, let them step forward.

How can I find out if I am in a parish liable for chancel repairs? 

Q. My friends have been told by their lender they have got to purchase chancel indemnity insurance because their property is in a 
parish which is potentially liable to chancel repairs. I live only a mile away from them and I am worried that my property might be 
affected. How can I find out and what can I do if it is? 

A. To find out if your property is at potential risk to chancel repair liability you should ask your solicitor to carry out a relatively 
inexpensive search. The search result will tell you if the property is, or is not, within a parish which is potentially liable. 

If the search reveals your property is potentially liable for chancel repairs - make no further investigation (as this loses you the 
option to obtain indemnity insurance). 

On October 13th 2013 the law changes. From that date, if your property is unregistered, upon sale or first registration of the title, it will be 
registered free of any future liability for chancel repairs, unless this right has been protected by the Parish Church Council (PCC) via a caution 
against first registration. 

For properties whose title is already registered, even if the PCC has not registered a Notice on the title by 13th October, they may still do so up 
until a sale of the property. Only after the sale can you be sure the property is not liable for chancel repairs. A gift or transfer for no money will 
not free the property of the potential liability. 

Once a caution/notice has been registered it will not be possible to obtain cheap indemnity insurance for chancel repair liability. If you have 
concerns, consult your solicitor - and have them arrange for indemnity insurance.

lobby's 
'spin' is 
sickening 

THE endless ‘spin’ emanat¬ 
ing from the pro-wind lobby 
is nauseating and I can 
understand the surges of the 
anti-wind lobby to point this 
out. 

External observers see 
this as a local skirmish of no 
particular concern to them. 
It is only when that cancer¬ 
ous spot appears over their 
back fence they begin to 
realise the implications. 

The press accurately 
reports what is said. It is 
unfortunate that, in laud¬ 
able attempts to give both 
points of view, lies and 
truths get equal status in 
the eyes of the uninformed. 

My conversations with 
such usually end with them 
saying we need more clean 
energy and the side-effects 
though regrettably are to be 
accepted to at least mitigate 
the problem and perhaps act 
as our salvation. 

As I have tried to point 
out many times the best of 
ideas have drawbacks. Wind 
power is no exception. For 
many years a few small aero 
generators (not ‘turbines’) 
have assisted local areas to 
reduce their call upon cen¬ 
tral systems - but it is and 
must be always available on 
demand. 

Over a long period of time 
aero generators may slightly 
reduce the output of the cen¬ 
tral supply from real 100 
times more powerful gener¬ 
ators. 

Now, here’s the point cru¬ 
cial to anyone who under¬ 
stands the implications of 
large scale direct grid feed¬ 
ing wind systems. 

In order to meet the pro¬ 
jected 20 per cent of electric¬ 
ity to be produced mainly by 
wind by the year 2020 about 
30 schemes the size of the 
projected 800 ‘turbine’ one 
in Powys would be required 
in the UK - about three per 
hectare - a veritable porcu¬ 
pine of a country AND this 
would give only 20 per cent 
of ‘green’ electricity - 80 per 
cent as of now, ie, carbon 
and nuclear based. 

We would have a conven¬ 
tional system meeting our 
needs but not fully utilised 
because wind has to be 
accommodated! 

So we grit our teeth “the 
defeat of the carbon dragon 
makes it all worth it.” 

It is unfortunate there is 
no evidence such schemes 
will (or have!) even make 
the smallest dent in carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere.

Public vote means £5,000 
boost for air ambulance 


THE Wales Air Ambulance 
has won more than £5,000 
funding after coming out top 
in a national contest of good 
causes. 

The charity, which has a helicop¬ 
ter based at Welshpool Airport, 
won the Nationwide Building Soci¬ 
ety’s Big Local grant after being 
voted for by the public. 

A new helicopter was installed at 
Welshpool last year and the money will 
go towards buying equipment to help 
children on board. 

The charity won 58 per cent of the 
public vote against children’s hospices 
Ty Gobaith and Noah’s Ark. 

Under the scheme run by the build¬ 
ing society, three charities are short¬ 
listed and given £200. Then an online 
vote takes place with the winner given 
an additional £5,000.

Mark Stevens, fundraising manager 
at Wales Air Ambulance, said: “With 
our donation the charity plan on intro¬ 
ducing ‘Baby Batons’ which are a vital 
and innovative piece of equipment that 
can clear an infant’s airway in seconds 
as the helicopter is in flight. 

“The kit will help crews to treat the 
400 children that we airlift each year, 
and get them to the care they need as 
fast as possible.” 

The baby batons are inserted into 
the mouths of injured children and can 
clear their airway in seconds. 

Mr Stevens added: “We are 
delighted to have received this lifesav¬ 
ing amount of money. As we rely 
entirely on public donations in order to 
continue with our services, it’s fantas¬ 
tic to know that it was the public who 
chose us to win.” 


The Wales Air Ambulance is 11 years 
old and has carried out more than 
17,000 missions to date since launching 
on St David’s Day in 2001. 

Each costs approximately £1,500 and 
from its airbases in Swansea, Caernar¬ 
fon and Welshpool, an air ambulance 
can be anywhere in Wales within 20 
minutes of an emergency call. 

The cost of sustaining the three hel¬ 
icopters currently stands at £6 million 
each year. 

The new helicopter was delivered to 
Welshpool in November last year an 
extra £600,000 was raised by support¬ 
ers. 

The upgrade from a three-seater plus 
patient Bolkow-105 to a five-seater and 
patient Eurocopter-135 came after 
months of fundraising events. 

The cost of buying a helicopter of this 
kind would be around £2.5 million, but 
the charity leases them to make it eas¬ 
ier to replace if any faults are detected.

My name is Larissa Williams and I live in the 
beautiful Meifod valley with my husband and 
children, and my horses, dogs, chickens and 
very independent cat.

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Anger at 
NHS over 
hospital 
op tariffs 

THE chairman of Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital Foun¬ 
dation Trust has attacked 
NHS England for setting 
national tariffs for opera¬ 
tions. 

Russell Hardy says that, 
as an economist and busi¬ 
nessman, he wants hospitals 
to be able to set tariffs 
locally. The hospital has vol¬ 
unteered to be a pilot for 
NHS England’s look at how 
its sets its national tariffs for 
2014. 

The Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic, 
near Gobowen, is carrying 
out more and more complex 
and expensive operations. 

But it is falling foul of the 
national tariff scale which 
sets a one-off payment for 
operations, regardless of 
their complexity.

Protests over 
22 homes bid

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New trail 
spotlight 
on link to 
war poet 

A TOWN trail recognising 
Wilfred Owen’s links to 
Oswestry and a partnership 
with the French town where 
the war poet died could be 
established as part of a key 
tourism initiative, council¬ 
lors have been told. 

The two ideas are among 
several currently being 
worked on by the Wilfred 
Owen Project Group, town 
councillors were told. 

The group has been estab¬ 
lished to look at co-ordinat¬ 
ing activities and projects to 
allow Oswestry to properly 
mark its link with the 
famous poet and also to look 
at how the centenary of the 
beginning of the First World 
War should be marked. 

A report to the town coun¬ 
cil said the project group was 
made up of various individu¬ 
als and groups such as Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railways, the 
chamber of commerce and 
tourism bodies. 

Among the ideas put for¬ 
ward so far was for 
Oswestry, as the birthplace 
of Wilfred Owen, to form a 
relationship or friendship 
with Ors, the town in 
France in which he died. 

It was suggested the rela¬ 
tionship could lead to the 
sharing of exhibitions and 
school visits. 

The report said a draft 
town trail had been pro¬ 
duced that brought together 
15 places in the town where 
Wilfred Owen and his family 
were directly linked. 


Town looking at forming a 
stand-alone tourism strategy 


THE time might be right for Oswestry to put together its own stand¬ 
alone tourism strategy amid concerns over falling visitor numbers. 

The calls have been made by Oswestry mayor Chris Schofield after new figures 
revealed a significant fall in the number of people attending the town’s visitor 
and information centre. 

Figures show that in 2011, a total of 55,507 people visited the centre, but that figure 
dipped to 48,676 last year. If current visiting trends continue the figure will fall even fur¬ 
ther this year. Councillor Schofield said he was concerned that tourism strategies did not 

focus specifically on Oswestry.

Marketing bid 
for aqueduct 

MORE should be done to turn the Pontcy- 
syllte Aqueduct into a major tourism attrac¬ 
tion, it has been claimed. 

The Thomas Telford-built aqueduct and 
a section of the Llangollen Canal, which is 
carried over the structure, won prestigious 
Unesco World Heritage Site status in 2009 
after a long campaign by supporters. 

But North Wales Assembly Member 
Mark Isherwood fears it is missing out on 
thousands of potential visitors every year 
because it is not being marketed effectively 
by the Welsh Government. 

He raised his concerns during a debate at 
the Welsh Assembly on the state of the 
rural economy. 

Mr Isherwood said that tourism sus¬ 
tained jobs and supported the rural econ¬ 
omy. He said: “North East Wales is within 
the reach of 15.5 million potential visitors - 
a bigger pot than even Cardiff can call upon. 

“It needs to be marketed far more in the 
Midlands and north-west of England 
accordingly.” 


The mayor told a meeting of the town 
council’s amenities committee: “Maybe we 
should have a meeting on Oswestry tourism 
itself. 

“We can set our own agenda for Oswestry. 
I think we should aim for Oswestry itself.” 

The calls were backed by Councillor Paul 
Milner. He said: “Oswestry people know 
what Oswestry is like.” 

Councillor Martin Bennett said more had 
to be done to drive forward a tourism strat¬ 
egy for the town. 

He said: “I really think we need to have a 
meeting with the tourism information peo¬ 
ple. We do have a visitor strategy for the 
area. We really do need to get that our of 
first gear and into second and hopefully into 
fourth.” 

He said one factor in the fall in numbers 
was the changeable summer weather. 

He said: “Because of the way the weather 
is behaving in the last few years, one thing 
we are going to be desperately in need of it 
things that people can do indoors.” 

The councillor said it was a “bit iffy” try¬ 
ing to encourage people to come to a town 
if the the weather was poor and there was 
little to do indoors. A report to councillors 
gave details on the number of visitors to 
centre this year, last year and in 2011. 

It said in January this year there were 
2,619 visitors compared to 4,187 visitors in 
January 2011.

Road death toll highest in 
country despite fail of 23 pc 


POWYS saw more deaths on its roads last year than any other county 
in Wales, new figures have revealed. 

Sixteen deaths were recorded in the county in 2012, according to the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport. 

Overall, 93 people died on Welsh roads last year compared to 121 the year before - a fall 
of 23 per cent. But the figure of 16 deaths in Powys was by far the biggest county number. 
The next biggest was Swansea, which saw nine deaths. 

The Powys figure was blamed on the size of the county, which has 3,400 miles of road, 

and the fact that motorcyclists from across 
Britain come to enjoy its scenic routes. 

John Evans, Powys County Council 
spokesman, said: “Motorcyclists have been 
identified as the most vulnerable road user 
group in the county. 

“As we have the largest road network in 
Wales, around 3,400 miles, we attract 
motorcyclists in particular. 

“Between 2007 and 2011 there were 180 
motorcyclists killed or seriously injured in 
Powys, but only 35 of them came from the 
county. 

“We are very conscious that motorcyclists 
come here to use the roads and we have a 
number of safety initiatives. These include 
Biker Down, which is a three-hour work¬ 
shop, conducted in partnership with Mid & 
West Wales Fire and Rescue Service, which 
gives advice and information on what to do 
at the scene of a collision.” 

There are also bright yellow signs 
throughout the country warning motorcy¬ 
clists to slow down and motorists to think 
about bikers. 

Each sign also has a reference number on 
the back giving exact locations so emer¬ 
gency services can be directed to the scene 
of an accident easily. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Acci¬ 
dents, said: “Even though road deaths in 
2012 were at their lowest level since records 
began, we need to re-double our efforts to 
reduce deaths and injuries.”

Study looks at 
cinema plans 

A STUDY has been commissioned into 
ambitious £500,000 plans to convert a for¬ 
mer cinema into a multi-purpose entertain¬ 
ment venue. 

A steering group has been set up to take 
the scheme for Oswestry’s former Regal 
Cinema forward and a site visit is to be 
organised. 

The building in Leg Street closed as a cin¬ 
ema in 1994 but campaigners say the build¬ 
ing, which could cost between £400,000 and 
£500,000 to buy, would be an ideal site for a 
new development to benefit the community. 

Campaigner Chas Nicholson says the 
building could be transformed into a venue 
for theatre and opera, cinema, conferences, 
music recitals, exhibitions and a space for 
education and community groups. He said: 
“We are progressing the plans and we have 
a new steering group, which includes a solic¬ 
itor and an architect, to move it forward.” 

Mr Nicholson said work would continue 
in trying to find a source of funding.

A FIVE-YEAR-OLD Oswestry boy could 
benefit from Wales becoming the first coun¬ 
try in the UK where people will be pre¬ 
sumed to have consented for their organs to 
be donated to others after their death. 

Oliver Harrison, who lives in Oswestry, 
suffers from a severe congenital defect and 
is on the heart transplant list, with parents 
Emma and Adam knowing a phone call 
could come at any time. 

They are hoping the recent decision by 
the Welsh Assembly could speed up their 


son’s chance of a new heart. The current 
system across the UK relies on people sign¬ 
ing up to a voluntary scheme and carrying 
a donor card. 

Ministers keen to drive up low transplant 
rates say the new scheme will save countless 
lives and it has also been hailed as an his¬ 
toric moment by the British Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Oliver’s mum said: “It is really good news 
and gives hope to people like Oliver for 
whom a transplant is now the only option.”

The company owns 12 acres of land at 
Oswestry, of which nine are developed, 
while Cold Move has plans prepared for the 
next stages of development, with any deci¬ 
sion to proceed dependant on market 
demand. 

To develop its overseas markets, the com¬ 
pany has invested in equipment to load pro¬ 
duce mechanically without needing base 
pallets, driving down the cost of exporting.

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Stylish Superb looks set 
to stay ahead of the field

Building on the successful formula of 
space, refinement and generous levels of 
standard equipment, Skoda’s latest gen¬ 
eration Superb packs all the familiar qual¬ 
ities that’s already convinced so many to 
sign on the dotted line. 

Improvements to the Superb might not be 
immediately obvious, however Skoda has 
focused on the things that matter: cleaning up the 
engine range, sharpening up the car’s looks to 
mirror that of the Rapid and latest Octavia, and 
adding some welcome extra kit. 

Although the cosmetic changes are subtle, out 
has gone the slightly generic Skoda design, 
replaced by a more sculptured look fore and aft. 

Inside the car’s cabin it is largely business as 
usual. Detailed trim and material changes have 
done a good job of ensuring the Superb’s cabin 
remains a plush environment for all occupants, 
though. 

As before, this Superb’s main selling point is 
its cabin space. Extended in all the right areas, 
front seat occupants are made to feel special 
while those in the rear can stretch out thanks to 
the generous amount of legroom offered. In the 
influential premium saloon class, rear space is 
important. You may be transporting clients or 
paying customers - either way, the Superb’s extra 
inches do much to create an appealing executive 
ambience. And that’s before you consider the 
car’s voluminous boot - seats up or down. 

You won’t be paying executive prices for the 


Superb, though. As with the previous generation 
car, the sums involved are modest for something 
of this size and opulence. And Skoda is hoping 
that its generosity in the equipment department 
will prompt buyers to place the Superb high on 
their shopping lists, especially as similarly priced 
rivals offer less space and kit for similar money. 

With four models to choose from (S, SE, Ele¬ 
gance and top-spec), the act of making a choice 
is no longer a simple one as there’s a generous 
spread of standard kit even on the lower-spec 
models now. Furthermore, this ensures the car 
remains competitive in the crowded company car 
market when value for money is a key driving 
force in purchasing decisions.

SE models gain larger alloy wheels, a touch¬ 
screen audio screen and a greater choice of 
audio inputs, rear parking sensors plus a host 
of detailed interior and exterior trim accents. 

The move up to Elegance sees a big uplift 
in specification, with xenon headlights, bigger 
(again) alloy wheels, touchscreen navigation, 
heated and powered front seats, leather uphol¬ 
stery and a heated windscreen. 

Skoda’s traditional flagship Laurent & Kle- 
ment model adds front parking sensors, more 
leather, heated rear seats, an upgraded audio 
unit, TV tuner, privacy glass and gloss black

cabin trim. 

Skoda’s generosity also extends to its engine 
range, greater efficiencies should mean you pay 
less at the pumps and to the taxman. 

Some models benefit from cuts to CO 2 emis¬ 
sions as high as 19 per cent, while Skoda boasts 
that every model delivers more miles per gallon 
and emits less at the tailpipe. 

Buyers can choose from three petrol and three 
diesel engines, plus manual and DSG gearboxes 
depending on the particular model. Unusually in 
this sector there’s also the option of all-wheel drive 
on selected variants, which will no doubt add a 
welcome all-weather dimension to the Superb for 
some buyers. 

With diesel power the mainstay of the range,

BMW will unveil the latest coupe 
to join its range at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show in September, the 
new BMW 4 Series Coupe. 

The sporty and athletic two-door model 
will be available with a choice of rear- 
wheel-drive or xDrive -all-wheel-drive. On 
sale in the UK from October 5, it will initially 
be available with a choice of three engines, 
with three more to follow soon after launch. 

The new BMW 4 Series Coupe delivers driv¬ 
ing enjoyment alongside the efficiency that has 
become synonymous with the brand, thanks to 
the raft of EfficientDynamics technologies stan¬ 
dard on every vehicle. The innovative Drive Per¬ 
formance Control, which allows owners to tailor 
the car’s driving characteristics, offers extra flex¬ 
ibility as standard. 

Five trim levels - SE, Sport, Modern, Luxury 
and M Sport - provide extensive equipment 


upgrades over the outgoing car, while still allow¬ 
ing full scope for personalisation. Prices start 
from £31,575 for the BMW 420d SE Coupe. 

BMW’s fourth-generation sporty, mid-sized 
coupe has dynamic proportions which differ 
significantly from those of the 3 Series Coupe. 
The new car has a 50mm longer wheelbase 
within an overall length increase of 26mm. It is 
43mm wider, with track widths expanded by 
45mm at the front and 81 mm at the rear. For the 
first time in a mid-sized BMW coupe, the wheel 
arches are the widest point of the car. The 
roofline is 16mm lower, and as a result of low¬ 
ered suspension on all models the 4 Series 
Coupe has the lowest centre of gravity of any 
current BMW.

One man, one engine, and no 
end of anniversaries. 

It was 120 years ago that Rudolf Diesel started 
developing the compression-ignition engine that 
was soon to be named after him. The very first 
prototype completed its test run in August of that 
same year. The first diesel engine factory was 
founded 115 years go. The engine invented by 
Diesel was used in ships for the first time 110 
years ago, and it has been 90 years since the 
first diesel-powered truck went on the road. The 
MINI was first fitted with a diesel engine ten 
years ago. Each of these anniversaries is reason 
enough to celebrate the qualities of the diesel 
engine - and to commemorate its inventor, who 
died exactly 100 years ago. 

Inspired 

Maximum efficiency was the driving force that 
inspired Rudolf Diesel to develop his novel 
engine. His design was based on heating the air 
in the combustion chamber by means of com¬ 
pression to such an extent that the fuel around 
it would ignite and release large amounts of 
energy. 

This is why the diesel engine has such a high 
level of efficiency. The fact that this principle also 
generates hallmark MINI driving fun was first 
demonstrated in the summer of 2003, when the 
MINI One D was presented as the first diesel 
model of the premium British small car brand. 
Its 1.4-litre all-aluminium turbodiesel with com¬ 
mon rail direct injection had an output of 
55kW/75bhp. It combined the characteristic 
MINI go-kart feeling with an average fuel con¬ 
sumption on the EU test cycle of 4.8 litres per 
100 kilometres. 

But this was just the beginning of the diesel 
engine’s career in the MINI. Two years later the 
MINI One D was upgraded to 65kW/88bhp, and 
though its performance figures increased, fuel 
consumption remained constant. Then 2007 
saw the launch of the next stage of develop¬ 
ment: the Geneva Motor Show was the setting 


for the world premiere of the MINI Cooper D. In 
this model, the new 1.6-litre turbodiesel now 
delivered 80kW/110bhp. The car’s fuel con¬ 
sumption was reduced yet again in spite of a 25 
per cent increase in power output, while 4.4 
litres per 100 kilometres once again put MINI 
ahead of the competition in terms of efficiency. 

Thanks to minimalism, however, this was still 
not the last word. The current MINI models with 
diesel engines are fitted with further refined 
injection technology, turbochargers with variable 
turbine geometry, auto start/stop function, shift 
point display, brake energy regeneration, on- 
demand operation of ancillary units, electro¬ 
mechanical steering and cutting-edge exhaust 
gas purification technology. The result: 120 
years after Rudolf Diesel made his pioneering 
invention, the engine of the MINI Cooper D pro¬ 
vides an impressive peak output of 
82kW/112bhp, a maximum torque of 270Nm at 
1,750rpm , a fuel consumption on the EU test 


cycle of 3.8 litres per 100 kilometres and CO 2 
emissions of 99 grams per kilometre. 

As MINI diesel technology was consistently 
refined, the variety of engines which functioned 
according to this principle increased. There are 
now three diesel engines available to choose 
from for the MINI. 

Their common design features reflect the out¬ 
standing development expertise of the BMW 
Group in the field of engine technology. An alu¬ 
minium crankcase, turbocharger with variable 
turbine geometry, common rail direct injection 
with solenoid-valve injectors and a powerful 
engine control system geared towards each 
specific model guarantee a level of efficiency 
which impressively confirms Rudolf Diesel’s 
vision of an ‘ideal thermal machine’. 

The latest generation of the MINI One D is 
powered by a 1.6-litre engine which delivers 
66kW/90bhp and a maximum torque of 215Nm 
that goes on stream at 1,750 rpm. Fuel con¬ 


sumption and CO 2 emissions are the same as 
those of the 82kW/112bhp MINI Cooper D. The 
entry-level diesel engine is also available in the 
models MINI Clubman and MINI Countryman, 
transferring its power via a six-speed manual 
transmission in each case. For the MINI Cooper 
D there is also the option of a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission which is combined with a 
2.0-litre version of the four-cylinder engine in 
each model version. The choice between the 
two variants applies to the MINI, MINI Clubman, 
MINI Convertible, MINI Countryman and MINI 
Paceman. 

The latest and most powerful way to experi¬ 
ence the kind of pulling power and efficiency so 
typical of a diesel engine is provided by the MINI 
Cooper SD. Also operating with a capacity of 2.0 
litres, this four-cylinder power unit generates a 
peak output of 105kW/143bhp and provides a 
maximum torque of 305Nm between 1,750 and 
2,700 rpm. And this engine offers exemplary 



economy as well as supreme power delivery. 
The MINI Cooper SD sprints from zero to 
lOOkm/h in just 8.1 seconds, achieving a top 
speed of 215km/h. Its average fuel consumption 
on the EU test cycle is 4.3 litres to 100 kilome¬ 
tres, with CO 2 emissions of 114 grams per kilo¬ 
metre. 


Standard 

The most powerful diesel in the MINI engine 
portfolio is available for all seven models - the 
MINI, MINI Clubman, MINI Convertible, MINI 
Coupe, MINI Roadster, MINI Countryman and 
MINI Paceman. In each model it is combined as 
standard with a six-speed manual transmission 
or else an optional six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. Its power can also be optionally trans¬ 
mitted to all four wheels by means of the 
all-wheel drive system ALL4 in the MINI Cooper 
SD Countryman and the MINI Cooper SD Pace- 
man. 

As the range of variants has expanded, so the 
popularity of the diesel engine in MINI models 
has continuously increased. Despite the fact that 
the market for this engine type is largely focused 
within Europe, nearly one in four MINIs supplied 
to customers in 2012 was fitted with a diesel.

Compact supercar info 


Alfa Romeo has revealed more technical 
information about the hotly-anticipated 4C 
‘compact supercar’. 

The highly-advanced supermini-sized car will weigh just 
895kg dry, while producing 246bhp from a turbocharged 
four-cylinder petrol engine sited behind the two seats. As a 
result its power-to-weight ratio is theoretically a very feisty 
275bhp per tonne, but that will drop when the car is filled with 
fluids and petrol. It is still likely to be comparable to, or better 
than, that of a supercharged Lotus Exige. 

Alfa has referred to it as ‘exclusive but achievable’ in the 
context of using an existing four-cylinder engine instead of 
developing something else. However, the extensive use of 
carbon fibre, composites, special lighter production tech¬ 
niques and thinning processes for everything possible, 
including the glass, mean that the 4C is not likely to cost less 
than a Porsche Cayman S. 


Production will take place in Modena, Italy, where facili¬ 
ties have been put in place to build more than 1,000 4Cs 
per year if the demand is there. Testing and finishing pro¬ 
cedures will be shared with the Maserati production line, 
to ensure that every 4C leaves the factory prepared to the 
highest standard. 

Not only that, but each 4C that is built will be taken onto 
public roads for 40km by an experienced test driver, whose 
job it is to make sure that the chassis and suspension are 
perfect and that there are no undesirable rattles or shakes. 

However, controversy has been ignited with the latest 
image released ahead of the car’s launch, where its previ¬ 
ous headlight design has been replaced with a projector- 
style alternative that has polarised opinion. 

Alfa Romeo cannot yet confirm whether the curious addi¬ 
tions to a design that had been universally praised will 
remain a part of the car, or whether it will be returned to its 
earlier look.

Hospital closely 
monitors pool 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital which 
has an outstanding record on infection con¬ 
trol is monitoring its hydrotherapy pool 
closely to ensure there is no outbreak of an 
infection which killed babies in Belfast. 

Experts at the Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital have also car¬ 
ried out a comprehensive review of all sinks 
to ensure there is no chance of the 
Pseudomonas infection, which can be har¬ 
boured in water systems, taking hold. 

Three newborn babies died in an out¬ 
break of the infection in Belfast at the 
beginning of the year. 

At the Orthopaedic Foundation Hospital 
trust board meeting Jayne Downey, director 
of infection prevention and control, said the 
review of sinks had not been compulsory 
but had been carried out as a precaution. 

“We have also looked at the hydrotherapy 
pool, in which water has to be kept at a 
higher than normal temperatures, made 
some changes and will monitor it closely.”

The 20 council refuse collectors had with¬ 
drawn their overtime ban and non-co-operation deci¬ 
sion. 

They claimed that since paper sacks had been intro¬ 
duced for collecting rubbish they had been unable to 
do all the collections in the time allocated, and were 
working overtime and losing an incentive bonus. 

A question mark had arisen over the date of the 
move of Oswestry Junior School from Welsh Walls to 
new premises at Beech Grove. 

The transfer was expected on July 23, but it was 
uncertain whether the clerk of works of the new 
building would be ready to hand it over then.

OSWESTRY’S finest 
young business brains have 
scooped first prize in a 
competition which has 
tested their investment 
prowess. 

Each year the Rotary 
Club of Oswestry run an 
investment competition 
contested by six teams 
from the area’s secondary 
schools. 

Each team in the contest 
is given a notional £10,000 
to “invest” in the markets 
during a six-month period 
to try and beat their com¬ 
petitors.

Whirligigs in 
a spin to find 
food on water 


SUMMER sunshine, warm, lazy days. Perfect weather for sailing and 
if you live up in the north of the region, you can see people doing just 
that on Shropshire’s meres. 

And indeed us Brits are a proud, sea-faring nation . . . even if we are landlocked here in 
Shropshire. But “messing around in boats” as Ratty would say, was far from the minds of 
the first ship builders. 

Vital for transport, trade and war, archaeological evidence indicates that humans have 
been using boats for millennia. For example, our species first arrived on Borneo at least 


120,000 years ago almost certainly by sea 
from the Asian mainland during an ice age 
period when the sea was lower and distances 
between islands shorter. The ancestors of 
Australian Aborigines and New Guineans 
also went across the Lombok Strait to Sahul 
by boat over 50,000 years ago. 

Back then it was a pretty risky business 
but as times went by (and certainly within a 
hundred years or so of Christ) aides in navi¬ 
gation became common practice on boats 
and ships around the globe. The Chinese 
invented the first compass around 200BC, 
oddly to search for their God, and got the 
real hang of things about 1,000 years later 
during the Song Dynasty, realising the com¬ 
pass’s navigational properties. 

But during all of this time there was one 
simple instrument that helped define wind 
direction; the weathervane. After its inven¬ 
tion around 50BC came the first use of it as 
a maritime instrument and it was one of the 
primary examples of a “whirligig” - a device 
that spins or whirls. Today the most modern 
types of whirligig are digital radars found on

the most high-tech battleships and sub¬ 
marines, yet as is often the case in the nat¬ 
ural world, there is a creature that 
encompasses all the above, albeit on a 
smaller and simpler scale. Back to the 
meres . . . 

Pips 

Choose a sunny, warm and calm day and 
sneak up to the water’s edge in a small inlet 
or bay. You should see a group of things that 
look at first glance, like some particularly 
buoyant watermelon pips drifting on the 
surface. Approach them and they will move 
away from you. Wait a little while longer 
and you will see one or two of them sud¬ 
denly dash off in a circular, Catherine-

wheel-like motion for no apparent reason. 
Indeed your best description of one of these 
things may well be a “whirligig”. And you’d 
be correct. 

These are whirligig beetles and if their 
behaviour seems at first erratic and haphaz¬ 
ard, you’d do well to remember that nothing 
in the natural world happens without a rea¬ 
son. What these bizarre creatures are doing 
is creating their own radar system. They 
feed mainly off insects that have fallen into 
the water and lie trapped and struggling on 
the surface. These struggles give off minute 
ripples and shockwaves. Alerted to the fact 
that there is something nearby, the whirligig 
beetle then employs its namesake in action 


and its feverish rotations produce a radar 
ripple of its own. 

The ripples that in turn bounce off the 
prey victim after being initiated by the 
whirligig, are then followed up and the bee¬ 
tle finds its next meal. Considering the 
whirligig family (Gyrinidae) has been 
around for millions of years (there are fos¬ 
sils of extinct species) perhaps if we had 
studied the curiosities of the natural world 
a little better, we ourselves may have 
evolved our technologies even faster.

Politicians 
welcome 
decision 
on station 

THE decision to reopen 
Welshpool’s police station to 
the public is a sign that com¬ 
mon sense has prevailed, 
according to two politicians. 

Montgomeryshire AM 
Russell George and MP Glyn 
Davies both praised the 
move and agreed with the 
comments made by Inspec¬ 
tor Matthew Scrace that 
closing the desk at Welsh¬ 
pool Police Station and 
replacing it with a mobile 
unit just yards away from 
the station was a bad move. 

The station’s front 
counter closed to members 
of the public last year and 
instead officers held mobile 
van surgeries in the nearby 
Tesco car park. The decision 
was overturned last month 
and the front counter is now 
open to members of the pub¬ 
lic when police officers are 
inside the building. 

Mr Davies said: “I felt the 
original decision was flawed, 
as I simply could not see 
how opening a very small 
mobile unit just yards from 
the building that once 
housed this service would 
make any significant cost 
savings or improve public 
access to their police force. 

Mr George said: “People 
want to speak to a real per¬ 
son, face-to-face to get an 
issue resolved and at the 
moment with the current 
mobile service, some mem¬ 
bers of the public are being 
prevented from doing that 
and that’s not acceptable.”

Jury is still out on Toyota’s 
all-new compact crossover

RAV4 lovers are probably in 
a state of shock following the 
March arrival of an all-new 
model from Toyota. 

Because the new model bears very 
little resemblance to the popular old 
one. 

For a start it’s much bigger, with higher 
specification levels and even more models to 
chose from. And while you can expect to 
spend more for the top-of-the-range model, 
the entry level prices has been reduced. 

Distinctive 

The fourth generation RAV4 benefits from 
Toyota’s new focus on designing and engi¬ 
neering cars that have more distinctive looks 
and deliver a more rewarding driving experi¬ 
ence. 

Toyota claims it also addresses growing 
customer demand for more on-board space, 
but I’m not convinced that going up in size will 
prove the right decision. 

This just isn’t the RAV4 which attracted gen¬ 
erations of buyers - for me it’s now too big. 

What really disappoints me is that the RAV4 
used to be distinctive - it stood out in any 
company, which is exactly why I own one. The 
new one doesn’t stand out from the competi¬

tion. You could mistake it for a Nissan 
Qashqai, a Ford Kuga or even a Honda CR-V. 

The new model is available in both two (front) 
and all-wheel drive across three new grades: 
Active, Icon and Invincible. 

Entry point is the new 2.0 D-4D Active 2WD 
version, available at £22,595. Both this model 
and the more highly specified 2.0 D-4D Icon 
2WD (£24,295) undercut the previous XTR 2.2 
D-4D 2WD on price. 

Active grade comes with 17in alloys, air con¬ 
ditioning, Bluetooth, electric windows front and 
rear, rear privacy glass and front fog lights; the 
Icon spec includes a powered tailgate (now top- 
hinged for easier loading), folding door mirrors, 
rain-sensing wipers, an auto-dimming rear-view 


mirror, part-leather instrument panel trim and 
dual-zone automatic air conditioning. 

The Toyota Touch multimedia touchscreen 
system also features on Icon models, with a 
DAB digital tuner, rear-view camera and Blue¬ 
tooth. 

The test car was a top of the range Invincible, 
with more premium equipment features such as 
roof rails, leather upholstery, heated front seats, 
rear parking sensors, Smart Entry and Start and 
a choice of six-speed manual as well as auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

The Invincible came complete with touch¬ 
screen control system, upgraded to Touch & 
Go, adding satellite navigation and on-board 
connectivity to Google Local Search with 


access to useful local information and 
resources. 

There’s space to spare inside, with ample leg 
and headroom all round and boot space is also 
impressive, and the rear seats fold flat. Rear 
vision is hampered a little by big window pillars. 

The Invincible also has advanced safety tech¬ 
nology with Lane Departure Warning and Blind 
Spot Monitor systems. 

The Toyota handles as well as any of the com¬ 
petition but there was annoying wind noise at 
speed from the door mirrors . 

Toyota will probably attract a new customer 
base with this bigger RAV but my fear is that 
they may also alienate a loyal following. Time 
will tell.

Mountain bike ace Dan going downhill fast

OSWESTRY border rider Dan Atherton stamped his 
mark in round three of the Enduro World Downhill 
Mountain Bike series in Les Deux Alpes in France 
by taking fifth place. 

The Llanfyllin ace, riding for GT Factory Racing, 
produced some brilliant rides in several of the stages 
in France to keep the pressure on the leaders with 
an overall time of 33 minutes 44.09 seconds, with 
the event won by Jerome Clementz in 32:54.73 

He started sixth from last but, as predicted, he 
put in a steady first run to finish 14th with a stage 
time of 15.05.682. 

Stage winner Clementz went all out to dominate 
the event from the start putting an incredible 25.5 
seconds into the entire field. 

Stage Two was probably the most technical of all 
the stages, it’s loose, dry, steep and exposed, but 
Atherton's downhill skills came to the fore allowing 
him to move up the ranks on this challenging stage 
to arrive seventh in the field with a time of 8.33.78. 

Stage Three was back on the West of the Valley 


and Atherton had a brilliant run on the shortest 
stage of the day with a time of 4.02.217, grabbing a 
stage second +2.133 behind Loic Bruni.

EVANS BI0W FOR 
SAINTS EURO BID

HEAD coach Carl Darlington insists The New 
Saints will be firing on all cylinders in next 
week’s Champions League - despite having 
defensive stalwart Steve Evans ruled out with 
a ruptured Achilles. 

The loss of the former Wrexham and Wales centre- 
half is a major setback as the Saints gear up for an 
another assault on Europe in their second qualifying 
round showdown with Polish giants Legia Warsaw 
next Wednesday (7.15). 

The Welsh Premier champions can go into the first round 
tie at Wrexham in good heart after an encouraging pre- 
Europe build-up, including last Saturday’s 1-0 win at 
Belfast high fliers Cliftonville who themselves take on Scot¬ 
tish giants Celtic next week. 

And they followed it up with a 2-1 win at Shrewsbury 
Town in a behind-closed-doors practice match on Tuesday 
courtesy of strikes from Jamie Mullan and Ryan Fraughan. 

However, their optimism has been tempered with Evans 
- vastly experienced on the European stage - ruled out after 
sustaining a recurrence of an Achilles problem in training, 
a serious injury which already saw him absent from the 
TNS ranks since January. 

Massive player 

Only five Welsh Premier players have made more Euro¬ 
pean appearances than Evans who has played 20 times in 
the Champions League, UEFA Cup and Europa League, 
scoring in both legs against FRAM Reykjavik and against 
CSKA Sofia and FC Midtjylland. 

Evans, who also has a coaching role at the club, saw a 
consultant this week and undergoes an operation on Friday 
to remedy to the problem. He is set to be on the sidelines 
for at least six months. Boss Darlington admits the absence 
of the towering 34-year-old will be a big loss, but believes 
he will still have a key role on the sidelines. 

“Steve is a massive player for us, both domestically and 
in Europe, and is an integral part of the club,” he said. 

“We’d love him to be on the pitch, but he will still be sup¬ 
porting the players and passing on his vast amount of expe¬ 
rience, particularly when we go over to Poland and play in 
a hostile environment in front of a 30,000 crowd.” 

Darlington has been heartened by what he has seen in 
the pre-Europe build-up with their wins over Cliftonville 
and Shrewsbury Town. 

“We played three segments of 30 minutes against 
Shrewsbury, and it was a fantastic performance against a 
League One side in baking conditions,” he added. “It was 
27C on the pitch, which is just what we needed as those are 
the temperatures we’re going to see in Poland.”

WELSHPOOL athlete Abi 
Bowers has claimed her 
third Welsh title of the year 
after storming to 80m hur¬ 
dles gold at The Welsh 
Schools Track and Field 
Championships. 

Bowers, from Welshpool 
High School and a member 
of Oswestry Olympians, 
won the middle girls (under- 
17) category in a time of 
12.2 seconds at Leckwith 
Stadium in Cardiff. 

The 15-year-old followed 
up that impressive display 
with a fourth-placed finish 
in the 200m, clocking 26.66 
seconds. 

Bowers was representing 
Powys Schools as was 
Matt Jones, from Llanfyllin 
High, who came third in the 
senior boys 400m. 

He ran close to his per¬ 
sonal best in a time of 51.4 
seconds and he is currently 
ranked ninth in Wales in his 
first year in the age group. 

Oswestry Olympian Joe 
Baker, also from Welshpool 
High, recorded two per¬ 
sonal bests in his first year 
in the middle boys age 
group, with 11.77m in the 
triple jump and 54.5s in the

Meanwhile, the Olympians also had three representatives 
competing for Shropshire in the English Schools Track and 
Field Championships at the Alexander Stadium, Birming¬ 
ham. 

Emily Ball, from the Marches School, had won a bronze 
medal in the junior girls shot in 2012, but chose to compete 
in the discus this year after reaching the qualifying standard 
in both disciplines.
